Its leaves and flowers 
are excellent in decoctions and fo- 
mentations, to strengthen the Nerves 
and render the Muscles more firm, to 
soften Tumours, and dissipate the 
swelling of Wounds. Rulendus boasted 
of having cured a woman of the 
Epilepsy by the use of a strong infusion 
of Sage in wine. Lindanus prescribed 
the use of Sage in the Scurvy, to 
wash the Gums well with equal parts 
of the 3 Juice of Sage and Scurvy-grass 
juice. The use of Sage should not be 
be permitted to women with child, 
because it promotes the Menses. A 
strong infusion of the leaves is good 
in the Vertigo, Drowsiness, and other 
affections of the Brain, that menace 

an Apoplexy, Palsy, &c. It is a very 
good medicine in disorders of the 
Head and Nerves, and for that purpose 
no way is better than the common one 
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of taking it in a strong tea, and eating 
it between $lices of bread and butter.

Arsenic, when taken, roduces dry- 
ness in the Throat, and Proves BY 
Dejection, Fainting, Stupor, Delirium, 
Tremours, Convulsions, Palsy, Thirst, 
Burning in the Stomach, Gripes, Vo- 
miting, Cold Sweats, Hiceoughing, 
and at last Death. 

Besides the effects which it hath i in 
common vith other Poisons, it re- 
markably attenuates the coats of the 
Stomach, and perforates the Intestines, 
occasions a swelling and sphacelation 
of the whole body, and a sudden pu- 
trefaction after death, and partic ularly

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of the Pudenda. When the quantity 
taken does not prove fatal, it occasions 


Tremours, Palsies, or lingering Hectics. 
Although there is but little hope 
after this Poison is swallowed, yet if 
assistance is to be had immediately, 
give a scruple, or half a drachm, of 
White Vitriol, to excite vomiting, and 


repeat it three or four times; let the 


patient drink plentifully of warm water 


mixed with sweet oil, after each dose 
of the Vitriol, "that if possible the 


stomach may be cleared of the Poison.

k Pulmonary Phthisis is owing to 
an Ulcer in the Lungs, whereby the 
whole body is gradually emaciated and 
consumed. This disorder is chronical, 
yet inflammatory; and the only chro- 
nical disease that is so. As this is 80 
frequent a disorder in Great Britain, 
it will be necessary to dwell.a little the 
longer upon it. Generally it begins 
with a Vomica of the Lungs, which is 
a latent disorder, and often so con- 
cealed, thut the patient appears to 
enjoy a good state 2 A Vomica 
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is a small abscess lodged in some part 
of the Lungs, and closely shut up in 
its peculiar membrane, where it lies 
dormant, until roused by the vehement 
circulation of the Fluids, and their, 
acrimony, with the immediate causes, 
which are congestions of humours to 
parts of the Lungs, already too weak to 
return by the veins what they received 
from the arteries; the humours there 
stagnating, lose their former quality, 
and become the beginning of Tubercles 
and Ulcers, and from these concurring 
causes the former Vomica bursts its 
membrane, and becomes an Ulcer, and 
other Ulcers are formed by the rupture 
of the suppurated cells in the Lobes 
of the Lungs, and the acrimony of the 
matter lodged there. It is remarkable, 
| that consumptive patients are often 
| chearful to the last, in the intervals 
of the Fever, - and flatter themselves 
with the hope of a recovery. © 
The breath, long before the breaking 
of the Vomica, is fœtid; sometimes 
; blood is thrown up in coughing ; the 
body is always oppressed with a sense 
of. weight, and the cough is violent.

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and long protracted, though tis some- 
times succeeded by an expectoration 
of the Vomica; and when this happens, 
the patient is Seized with a bloody spit, 
and violent commotion of the body ; 
but this case may also terminate in 
recovery. 
1 frequently happens that 2 Vomica 
breaking, and falling upon the heart, 
F roduces sudden and unexpected death. 
The matter expectorated engages the 
attention in this disorder, particularly 
since Sydenham has said, that if in a 
morning the patient spits out the 
phlegm into water, it will sink if the 
Lungs are ulcerated, but if not, it 
will swim. But it may be observed, 
that if a small quantity of mucus is 
mixed with the matter that is expec- 
torated, it will always swim, let the 
Lungs be in whatever state they may. 
The most remarkable sorts of spit are 
the blueish, the rust coloured, the 
blackish; and the cineritious ; When 
any of the three first are thrown up, 
there is a taint in somę of the Viscera, 
and the last indicates death's approach; 
it is the least adhesive, and . the 
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heaviest of any that such patients ex- 
crete; the blueish spit is never thin, 


and is increased by things that cool 
the breast, as apples, &c. dut lessened 


by mercurials and sudorifics.

of the Paregoric Elixir, (new called 
camphorated Tincture of Opium) ; this 
will produce a good night's rest, free 
from the Cough.

mill and those children even up to
